CURRENCY PLAN IS OUT 


BILL CHANGING BANK SYSTEM TO 


PREVENT PANICS DRAFTED. 


Differs in Several Important Provis- 


ions From Original 


Measure. 


Washington.—The 
national 
mon- 


etary commission, after four years of 
study and labor, have drafted a bill 
to revise the currency system ot tho 
United States designed to prevent a 
recurrence of such unfortunate llnan- 
cial conditions as prevailed during the 
money panic of 1907. 


Tho bill consists of 
nfty-nlne sec- 


tions and In general follows tho. lines 
of the so-called Aldrich plan. Ilut the 
commission's bill shows some Impor- 
tant changes from the original or even 
from the revised draft of Mr. Aldrlcb's 
plan.

States, with an 
original 
capital of 


J200.000.000 Instead ot 
the $300,000,- 


000 as first proposed by Mr. Aldrich. 


Through an elaborate machlucry In- 


volving fifteen branches of the assocl 
atlon, each branch being the center ot 
a group of local associations of banks, 
the National Reserve association 13 
authorized to Issue notes against prop- 
erly Indorsed commercial paper. 
The 


bill provides for the admission to tho 
reserve association of 
state 
banks 


and trust companies that subscrlbo to 
its conditions as well as of the nation- 
al banks already In existence. 


The circulating notes of tho associa- 


tion shall be received at par In pay- 
ment for all dues to the United States 
and salaries and debts owed by the 
United .States, .unless gold is specIU- 
cally set forth in the contract, and all 
dues or debts) to any bank or trust 
company shall be 
payable 
in 
the 


notes. 
The notes shall constitute a 


first Hen upon all the assets of the 
association and no interest shall be 
paid by the association upon Its de- 
posits. 


The bill attempts to

In the dis- 
tricting of the country for the fifteen 
branches, division Is made largely by 
geographical and not financial stand- 
ards.

How is this to be ac- 


complished? 
The reply is by creat- 


ing numerous bnroaus, boards, com- 
missions and the like, and making 
the positions appointive, not elective. 
Another device is to shorten 
*he 


ballot aa much as the constitution 
will allow so as to have ±ew elective 
positoins aud many appointive offices. 


I am not referring to temporary 


investigative commissions composed 
of experts, and I am accusing -no one 
of insincerity or of scheming to do 
away with popular government or of 
seeking to create positions that- they 
may themselves 
fill. 
The worst I 


have in mind to say is that- it is 
undemocratic and short-sighted to go 
on multiply ing permanent commissions 
and increasing appointive positions 
over whioh the people h»ve no direct 
control. 
They will surely with the 


lapse of time, when tho newness of 
things has worn off,, develop into the 
routine, offensive, officialism of the 
old European bureaucracies. 
Says 


Baghot, "A bureaucracy is sure to 
think that its duty is to-augment 
official power, official business, 
or 


official numbers, rather than to leave 
free the energies of mankind.'' . 


Already, no account of the increase 


of field men and office men in this 
almost indistinguishable, confused and 
oonf asing mass of state administration, 
and university activities, tbe people 
aro beginning to wonder what it all 
means and what the end is to be. 
There is a growing impression that 
the bill mills at Madison are working 
overtime and that in some way tlie 
experts are responsible for much of it 
and that these experts, at least in 
some oasee, are university professors 
or they are working under'the direc-j 
tion of professors.

thoughtful and experienced men of 
my acquaintance including alumni, 
nave said in all seriousness -that the 
university -with its large and con.- 
stnntly increasing body of alnmni, 
its numerous field workers, its grip 
on the newspapers, its location at the 
capital, and its political skill make it 
master of the state .now-and hence,- 
forth.

At a meeting of farmers at 


Oonrath, Wisconsin, a few days ago 
Profe«sor Delwicha of the Upper Wis 
conain Experiment Station advised 
bis hearers to raise ocly a few varie- 
ties of potatoes and sort them care 
fully, affirming that they would brjun 
from ten cents to twenty cents per 
bushel more under this system, which 
at the normal yield in that part of tl 
state—150 bushels—would mean u 
additional profit of SIB to $80 pe:

Scotch or green peas bring $2.20 pe 
bushel; while the ordinary peas sell 
at $1.60 per bushel and they yield 
about the same.''

Clover on Sandy Soil. 


The 
National 
Department 
of 


Agriculture has given much attention 
to the question of 
the 
successfu 


growth of clover on the jack pine 
soils of Wisconsin and Michigan, 
and a bulletin 
published -on that 


subject 
has had 
wide circulation. 


The Michigan 
farmers have taken 


hold of the idea muoh more earnestly 
than those of Wisconsin,' and now 
oeveral counties 
in 
the northern 


portion of ' the southern peninsula 
are producing thousands of bushels 
of mammoth clover seed annually on 
land which only a few years ago 
was considered too poor for a clover 
catch. 
Inoculation 
of the -soil for 


the crop is one of the requisites and 
it has been rather a slow process to 
extend the inoculation by transferring 
soil from one field to another. 
Now 


comes a Milwankee company with a 
new means of producing a bacteria 
culture, which proniiseB to give a 
great impetus to clover raising on 
the lighter soils, aud also the pro- 
duction of other leguminous plants 
now unknown here. 
The formula 


for the production is brought from 
Germany, -where a large trust pro- 
duces tbe bacteria for seed or inocu- 
lation and ships its product to all 
parts of Europe. I he new system is 
comparatively cheap and Is said to 
•produce wonderful results. 
The De 


partment of Agriculture and many 
of the state experiment stations L-ave 
made due investigation of the process 
and indorse it. 
The new way of 


inoculating the soil for olover, or any 
other legume, is by treating the seed 
before sowing. 
The bacteria come 


in small bottles,: and after a culture 
is made in water or milk the seed is 
sprinkled with the solution. 
The 


bacteria 
attach 
themselves to the 


seeds and as soon as the 
seed ie 


planted, the bacteria 
commence to 


multiply in the soil. 
In this manner 


the inoculation is made certain and 
the plant• makes rapid root growth 
Each different legume has a different 
form ot 
bacteria 
and- requires a 


different 
culture; excepting alfalfa 


and- sweet clover. 
While alfalfa 
is 


one of the most difficult of .legumes 
to get established -and sweet clover 
is regarded as more or ie«i of a weed, 
alfalfa will grow readily on soils 
inoculated : with tlie 
sweet, clover 


bacteria. -Science is doing much for 
agriculture, but one of the . greatest 
discoveries in recent years is that.of 
soil inoculation.

o the third annual statement of ex- 
penditures In the war against con- 
sumption Issued by the National Asso- 
ciation for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis. 
The statement Is 


based largely on reports received frora 


ntl-tuberculosls agencies in all parts 


of the United States. 
By far the largest item of expense 


•was that for treatment In sanatoria 
and hospitals, and for the erection of 
institutions of this kind, over Jl 1.800,- 
900 bBing spent for this purpose alone. 
Dispensaries for the examination and 
treatment of tuberculosis spent $S50,- 
000 and associations and committees 
in their educational campaign against 
tuberculosis spent $500.000.

treatment in open-air schools, prisons 
and hospitals for the insane, and also 
for tho work of state and local hoards 
of health against tuberculosis.

Tbe commission 
went into continuous executive session, 
shut up schools and colleges, fumi- 
gated houses, and maintained a rigid 
quarantine; until in .two months the 
detention hospital was closed and tbe 
disease stamped out. 


Then the 
commission turned^ its 


attention 
to improvements, at ; the 


same time practicing economies 
enabled it to close the first year with 
a surplus. 
The quarters of the fire 


department were repaired, and two 
new briok stations built. Streets wore 
paved with brick, or macadam cement 
walks were laid; sewers were con- 
structed and water mains extended,— 
all these being needed additions and 
the most extensive whioh had ever 
been made in a single year.

had never been any money left for 
these purposes in the former days. 
For the first time in.the history of 
the oity, paving not up to speeflioation
